Chapman, of Madera, and J. G. Goucher, of 
Mariposa. Governor Bartlett, President of the 
Board, and Commissioner \V. B. May were 
absent. 
The m eeting was called especially to arrange 
for the leading of the hotel—the Honem an 
House, recently built by the Commissioners in 
the valley w ith a legislative appropriation of 
$40.000. The Commissioners desired to lease the 
property for ten years, the lessee to furnish the 
hotel in a m anner satifactory to the Comm is- 
siouem. 
The new hi tel will be entirely completed and 
turned over by toe contractors to the Commis­ 
sioners by October 1st. It is a substantial and 
artistic structure, containing 176 rooms, with 
total accommodations for about 130 people. It 
is located further up the valley than any other 
hotel, on the south bank of the Merced river, 
nearly due north from Glacier Point. The loca­ 
tion is about sixty miles from Raymond, the 
nearest railroad point. 
Raymond 
is about 
twenty m iles from Berenda. Stages now run to 
Glacier Point, and irom there parties go on 
horseback down to the valley and the hotel. 
Bids for leasing the hotel were received from 
I. N. Choynski, J. J. Cook, Henry Tyack and 
Jam es Grant. Alt bids were at the rate of SI ,*200 
for the first year, and increasing more or less for 
the rem aiuder of the ten-year term.

It is known as the Distillers and 
Cattle-Feeders’ Trust. Western men are at the 
head of the movement and arc holding frequent 
conferences with a view of organizing a combi­ 
nation still more powerful than ihe Standard Oil 
Company and American Common Oil Trust. 
The capital stock will not fall short of $lu o*JO - 
000. A majority of the leading distillers in the 
West have already signified their intention of 
affiliating with ;th e 
new 
combination, and 
the success of the movement is assured. 
To keepdown the production, it is the inten­ 
tion of 
the Trust to select from distillers 
those that can make the cheapest spirits, and 
they will ran to their full capacity, thus dim in­ 
ishing the cost of production. It is thought th a t 
<o per cent, of the spirits to be m ade under the 
Trust will be m ade in Peoria, as it is claim ed 
th at they have facilities for m aking whisky 
cheaper than other sections of the country it 
he ng a large corn-producing country, aud coal 
being worth about j to 6 cents a bushel. Some 
of the Cnirago distilleries will, of course be 
operated, as well a* those iu Cincinnati, and 
possibly one In St. J.ouis."

TREAi’HF.ROL'S RED DEVILS. 
Denver, August 17th—p. m.—The latest news 
from the scat of the Ute outbreak is to the effect 
that Sheriff K tndall had come in lo Meekc-r late 
last night, bringing with him four ol Colorow's 
men for the purpose of holding a pow-wow. 
The Indians asked that fifteen days be granted 
them in which to reach the reservation in Utah. 
This being grant* d, the Indians asked an escort 
through the settlement. Two men were sent 
w ith them , oae being a Mormon interpreter. 
W hen outside the town the Indians turned upon 
their escort with knives and severely wounded 
them. The whites were also fired upon by a 
party of Lftes in ambush, but neither one was 
hit. Sheriff Kendall has telegraphed Governor 
Adams that.

RAILROAD 
INVESTIGATION. 


A S ynopsis of th e T estim o n y a n d S ta te ­ 
m e n ts S u b m itte d Y esterd a y . 


S a n F r a n c i s c o , August 17th.—The work of the 
investigstliigJCommiitee is nearing its end, ami 
w ith nothing gained th at was expected on the 
part of its projectors. The testim ony to day was 
a continuation ot evidence as to the great diffi­ 
culties under which the builders o f the Ceutral 
Pacific road labored initsconstructiou. Among 
these the reports of the engineers, made during 
the first y eaiso f construction, were tiled with 
ilie Commission. 
1>. O. Mills testified that early in 1650 he be­ 
came acquainted with Stanford Crocker and 
their associates, at that time being engaged in 
banking at .Sacramento. He knew ihe early 
liistoiy *>f the railroad, and was often applied to 
by its projectors and tiieir contractors to loan 
them money. At one tim e Stanford endeavored 
to induce him to take an interest in the enter­ 
prise. which he declined. His reasons were the 
doubtfulness of the success of the road and the 
feeling th at Stanford and his associates would 
fail and be involved in financial ruin, in 1873 
the witness and several capitalists associated 
with him were offered a controlling interest in 
the <’cu tral Pacific Company, o r 80 per cunt of 
the stock, which 
was then known as "The 
Crocker, Huntington and Hopkins interest. He 
could not rem em ber the term s of the offer, but 
thought it was a proposition to huv out ail the 
railroad m en except Stanford i n ‘a lump. 
He 
declined, however. 
In answer to questions by Mr. Anderson, wit­ 
ness said that before ihe commencement of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Stanford at the bank 
m anaged by witness was always allowed anv 
sum he wanted, often as high as $100,000. The 
same w its true of Crocker, Huntington mid Hop­ 
kins. A fer the commencement of the rail n nd 
Hie credit of all these men was impaired, om ilu­ 
to the hazardous character oi the enterprise. 
” 
in answer to iurther inquiries by Anderson as 
to the availability ol the bonds granted to the 
company from 1866 to I860, Mr. Mills thought it 
woul.l have been difficult to sell some of them 
at that tim e for any am ount whatever. 
His uu 
dem anding of the reasons for the organization 
of the Contract and Finance Company was that 
it was thought to be the best plan for inducing 
Eastern capitalists to help build the road as 
through it they could be paid in stock of the 
Central Pacific Company. 


TH E COMMISSION’S EXPERT TESTIFIES. 
Richard F. Stevens, expert and accountant for 
the Commission, was called to testilv. 
He said 
he bad l*ccu engaged for many veafs in cxnm- 
ing the accounts of railroad co*(«rations, and 
since the first of last July in exam ining the 
books of the Central Pacific Company. He said 
that every facility had been extended fo him hy 
the officers of the company, and no effort had 
been made to conceal anything irom him 
He 
testified th at he had m ade an abstract of the ue 
counts of the Central Pacific Company down to 
1670, and he offered a big bundle of p:.pers con­ 
taining his figures to the Commission. 
He said 
they showed the cost of constructing the ( Vntra! 
Pacific Railroad in detail. He said the total 
am ount paid to Charles Crocker A Co.. the first 
contractors, for constructing the road from Sac­ 
ram ento to the State line was $8,536,015 46 ■ 
stock, par value. 
$14,701,710 22. ami SlUO.OOO 
in Ismos. Tim am ount paid the Contract and 
Finance Company for constructing the read cast 
of the Slate line to Promontory Point was 547,- 
386,(00, one-naif of which was cash and one- 
half stock, or $«3,698,000in money and stock, the 
par value of which was the same. II*- said his 
papers showed that the Central Pacific paid the 
Union Pacific for the 4SL- miles ol road from 
Promontory Point to Ogden $2,138,000, of which 
$600,000 was in cash. 
The Western Development Company received 
for constructing the Northern Railway nnd 
Berkeley Branch, said Mr. Stevens, $6,056,501 in 
stock and bonds; wliieh was, in effect, that, 
alter building the branches, it owned them. 
The witness gave the cost o f building tfie 
Amador liraneh and other roads constructed by 
thc same corporation; also, the cost ot building 
the Southern Pacific of < aiifom ia and some of 
its branches, ail of which were paid for in the 
stock and bonds of the roads themselves. The 
Western Division Company was raid on its e*a 
tracts for building 401 miles ol the S .utheni P a­ 
cific ot California $14,576.000 in bonds and $14, 
576,700 iu stock: for the .Southern Pacific or A ri­ 
zona, S9,i*0 *,0j in bonds and S9 995.000 in stock 
the cost of constructing the road b -ing TitfP. : 
860 09: for building the southern Pacific of New 
Mexico, $1,180.000 in stock and $6,668300 In 
bonds, the cost of building lieing $3.604 360 53. 
The value of the stock and fioi ds is given at 
par. and the cost of construction in gild. The 
eonstrucMon of the Caliloruia and Oregon road 
from Delta, 10-1 miles to the State line, has cost 
tiie Pacific Im provem ent Company, for construc­ 
tion account, up to June 30ih, aud roiling -tuck

Mr. Raymond asked him hi* opinion as an 
expert as to how the books of the railroad com­ 
pany had b eta kept. 
Mr stevens said that looking at them as a 
bookkeeper he should say that they had been 
badly, but honestly kept.

the accounts 
Mr. Raymond said ft must be re membered 
th at D one ol these meo were railroad m e n 
when they began, ar d it would not be any won 
der if their books were som ewhat crude. The 
company only claim to have honestly kept 'h eir 
books. 
In response to questions the witness said the 
i*o*k* he asked Tor dad all been furnished 
promptly, except such a i were missing. The 
missing ones were the books of the contract 
and Finance Company, and one or two mi* ate 
books. The vouchers were in a dem oralized 
condition—lome of them were only scraps of 
paper, and others unsigned. 
Mr. Cohen asked the witness if he was r.ot 
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a ware that the books uml vouchers of tiiLj com­ 
pany 1»ail been overhauled aguin and again bv 
Ooverprnent expert.*, until there was verv little 
left of them ?

-^r- f ille r had informed him 
that the books and voucher* had been often 
overhauled. 
As this concluded (he exam ination o f the ex ­ 
pert. Mr. Huymood proposed Lo rail the m em ­ 
bers of the Uom mission aud ask them w hether 
letters or private memorándum 
containing 
charges against the Central Paciiic Railroad 
Company had been received; also, w hether, if 
any such letters had been received, they would 
be spread on the record .and ihe eompanv given 
au opportunity to refute the charges. ‘He e x ­ 
plained th at he desired for the company a 
chance to remove any possible bias the Commis­ 
sioners m ight absorb from unsupported charges 
by its enemies. 
Chairm an Pattison thought the proposition a n 
unheard of one and he would not listen to ii, 
but after some argum ent, during which Mr. 
Haymond conle nded th at he could find p rerr- 
dents for the proceeding, the Commissioners 
agreed to take th e subject under Advisement. 
HubeequeDtly Mr. Andeison stated th at uo m em ­ 
ber of the Commission had received anv letter 
m aterial to the interests of the Central Pací 
Railroad Company.

The next witness called by the Commission 
was George R B. Hayes, counsel for Mrs. Ellen 
13. Colton in the celebrated Colton ease. 
He 
took the stand, as was supposed, for the purpose 
of producing the letters said to be written by 
P. Huntington, aud w hich were ottered in evi­ 
dence on th at time. Before he commenced to 
testify au injunction was served upon him by 
Hall McAllister, as representing Mr. H unting­ 
ton, to prevent the produetiou of any such let­ 
ters. This closed the investigation on that line 
of inquisition. 
Chairm an Pattison thou turned to Mr Cohen 
and sarcastically asked him if he had any sug­ 
gestions to m ake to the Commission ?

CALIFORNIA FRUITS. 


OF IM P E A C H M E N T . 


In ¡i recent trial in San Fran-ii»;*» a 
Federal .Judge ruled, upon th e qiKjSCkm of 
im peachm ent of a witness, th a t i t v a s ad­ 
m issible to prove, in support of tiie w it­ 
ness, th at in the com m unity w here he was 
best know n his character w as never dis­ 
cussed or his reputation for Truthfulness 
never debated hv his weighbors. 
T his ru l­ 
ing represents the advance of the law from 
th e unreason of the o ld common law ride. 
Form erly, and w ithin th e history of the 
present generation, a witness who could 
¡not testify th at he had heard th e character 
•of the assailed |» rty discussed, was incom­ 
petent. 
It was a harsh and arb itrary rule 
■of the law. and proceeded upon th e theory 
th at he whose •character was not brought 
into such question as to invite debate con­ 
cerning his truthfulness, was really, if the 
term can l>e excused, characterless. 
A 
witness called, to testify to reputation was 
asked if lie Knew the reputation of the 
party for tru th and veracity— honesty and 
integrity being subjects then excluded— 
and if he replied th at he did, he was asked 
w hat th a t 
reputation was. 
O n cross­ 
exam ination it was perm itted of the oppos­ 
ing party to inquire into the means of 
knowledge upon 
which the answer was 
based. 
If the response was th at th e w it­ 
ness had never heard th e character of the 
accused discussed ; th at no one spoke ill 
o f the man, nor yet announced th eir belief 
in his truthfulness, the witness was dis­ 
missed, and w hatever answers he m ay have 
m ade were excluded from consideration by 
th e jury. 
G radually th e doctors of th e law have 
licen draw ing away from this narrow and 
illiberal system, but it required a long and 
severe struggle to advance reason above 
th e old common law rule, and m ake a new 
common law doctrine more in harmony 
w ith the dictates of common sense, until 
now by th a t process of judicial legislation 
w hich m akes the unw ritten law of the 
modern, it is declared by the Courts th a t it 
is one of th e best evidences of a m an's up­ 
rightness, th at the people of the com m u­ 
n ity in whicli he resides do not discuss the 
question at all. 


T he Federal C ourt referred to w ent so 
far as to say th at if a m an’s character is 
discussed by his neighbors and declared to 
be good for tru th it is to he assumed that 
th ere has been an attem p t to sm irch it. 
T h is is going too far according to the sta n ­ 
dards of every day common sense. 
For it 
is a fact th at the character of a good man 
is often discussed Itecause it is a p attern of 
probity, and m en speak of it out of en th u ­ 
siasm for its virtue, to emphasize th eir 
estim ate of it, and to present it as a pat 
tern. 
In such cases there is not behind 
th e expression any assault w hich occasions 
th e com m endation and no “ stnirclnn| 
w hatever. 
It is not probable th at the 
C ourt referred to would, if charging 
ju ry , instruct it th a t debate of character 
presupposes assault upon it, prim arily. 
T he new rule is but another evidence th a t 
the law is a progressive science, th a t it docs 
not forever hind itself to precedent or re­ 
m ain prisoner to ancient rules and m ax­ 
ims when broader reason, tolerance and 
hum anity bids it to adapt itself to the 
m arch of intellect and the advance of in­ 
telligence.

LOBD BEAMWELL OH IRELAND. 


L ord Bramwell, the em inent English 
ju rist, has a paper in the Forum defending 
th e T ory policy toward Ireland. 
It is the 
sim plest, most straight-forw ard and cm 
phatic statem ent of the Irish home wrftc 
quest ion from th e Tory stand point th at 
h is yet appeared. 
T he key note of the 
paper is the fear th at home rule would re 
su it in the separation of Ireland front 
G reat B ritain. 
It docs not appear to have 
occurred to th e distinguished essayist that 
home rule for Canada has not resulted in 
severance and th e erection of a hostile 
State. 
In fact, though prior to home rule 
C anada wxs torn by religious dissension, 
h er m aterial progress dates from th e hour 
when she was perm itted to legislate for 
herself. 
M r. G ladstone’s reply, too, is 
w orthy of citation, where he points to the 
case of H ungary. 
P rio r to home rule be­ 
ing conceded to it, it was a thorn in the 
d d e of A ustria and a constant threat to her 
l>eace. 


1'itK San Francisco Post makes a clam or­ 
ous appeal for the due punishm ent of lot­ 
tery ticket dealers in th at city, who arc 
doing so m uch, it declares to demoralize 
people, and cultivate the spirit of gam ing. 
T he Post has no fault to find w ith the po­ 
lice, who do arrest these offenders.- But it 
does complain ot the Courts, and instances 
the case of one notorious dealer in tickets 
who has been arrested fourteen times, hut 
th e fines levied against him aggregate but 
Sit'. 
O f course this is prostituting the 
law, m aking a farce of th e statute and the 
C onstitution, and practically giving the of­ 
fenders a cheap license to continue th e ne­ 
farious business. O ur contem porary insists 
and very properly, th at if heavy lines were 
imposed, aud now and then im prisonm ent, 
a stop m ight be put to th e sale of these 
passports to ruin. 
T he difference between 
San h ranoiseo and Sacram ento in this m at­ 
ter is very, very broad. 
In the m etropolis 
th e notice do a t least arrest the offenders, 
hut . 
th e capital city they do not so much 
a- m ake the attem pt. 
H ere the Courts are 
not given opportunity to fine or imprison 
violators of th e lottery law. 
A nd this 
though th e offenders openly practice th eir 
pernicious business. 


Trin disagreem ent of th e juries in the 
Kennedy case, in San Francisco, and the 


Roselle vitriol-throw ing case, jn L*s A n­ 
geles, proves anew the wisdom of such 
Slates as have substituted the m ajority, or 
th e tw o-thirds rule, for the unanim ous re­ 
quirem ent in jury verdicts. 
It is becorn- 
iug more and more apparent th a t the ex­ 
pectation th at twelve men w ill do more 
certain justice by agreement, than nine out 
o f twelve, is baseless.

At th« Seaside w ith Citizen Soldier* a t 
R egulars. 


S anta C r u z , A u g u s t 16, 1887. 
N ote was m ade that the early m orning is 
m oist w eather here, aud so it is ; for it is a 
drip o f fog th at penetrates everything and 
gets to the m arrow of the bones through 
flannel and cham ois skin. 
If a right tidy 
spruce officer has an especially starched 
collar and fails to p ut it under close cover 
over night he arises in the m orning to find 
it as lim p as if it had been just washed and 
“ b ung ou t to dry.” 
Yet, this is preferable 
w eather to glaring hot suu, or any bright 
sunshine for m ilitary drill. 
Colonel Gulh 
rie im proves it by putting in the most of 
drill w ork in the dam p and sunless early 
forenoon. 
The result is, the m en stand up 
to m ore w ork than would be possible at 
hom e, or even in the afternoon here, when 
it grows clear and warm , and is altogether 
delightful, and the sun's rays being pre­ 
vented from being uncom fortable by the 
genjje sea breeze. 
In the altem oon the en­ 
tire tent com m unity rem ains out in the 
"o p en ,” lor it is cooler there than beneath 
the close canvas. ¡sacram entansaregreatly 
pleased w ith the clim ate here ; they declare 
the hum id m ornings of this m onth to be 
ju st w hat they want. 
SIGNAL CORPS. 
T his is the first encam pm ent of this regi­ 
m ent in which it has had a Stenal Corps at 
w ork. 
The corps is com m anded by Lieu­ 
tenant How ard Stillm an, and is daily en­ 
gaged in practice. 
The corps is divided 
into two squads, who spend a large portion 
ot the tim e in com m unicating by signals 
from the bights back of the cam p to the 
valley below, and between 
positions in 
the plain. T his corps is especially favored 
by having the generous assistance of the 
Signal Officers of the infantry regulars, 
who, from Colonel to privates, seem to be 
im bued with a solicitous desire to instruct 
the guardsm en.

BURGLARY AT BRIGHTON. 


H ow E d. Hafl'fy D rew H ooks from a 
School Library. 
One day last week the W ashington Dis­ 
trict school-house, B righton, was burglar­ 
ized, the thief breaking a window, entering 
and stealing from the library the A m erican 
Encyclopedia, of sixteen volum es. Con­ 
stable W illiam Fey. of B righton, investi­ 
gated the m atter, and eventually found 
that the books had been sold at N. X. G am ­ 
m ers o!d-book store, in this city, and that 
th e seller was E d. Haffey, a young man 
living in Yolo county, who has represented 
him self as a canvasser for A. L. Bancroft & 
Co., and also as a private detective. 
He 
was m arried about three years ago to a 
young lady of B righton tow nship, but they 
did not live happily, and separated. 
A few 
m onths ago he endeavored to take their 
child from the residence of his wife's pa­ 
rents, a 
few 
m iles 
up the river, 
on 
the Yolo 
side, b ut 
did 
not succeed. 
R ecently his wife obtained a divorce lrom 
him . 
In disposing of the books to Mr. 
Gam m el he stated that he was supplying 
schools with new books, and taking the old 
ones in part paym ent. 
H e obtained .$42 
for the W ashington D istrict set of encyclo­ 
pedias. T here will n o t.it is said, be any 
difficulty in identifying them . 
They hall 
been labeled on the fly-leaves as belonging 
to the school, bu t he tore those leaves out. 
T here had been leaves lost from som e of 
th e books previously, by w hich fact the 
teacher of the school has identified the 
volumes recovered. 
Constable Fey in ­ 
formed Chief D illm an th at F{affey was 
w anted, and th at officer had no difficulty 
in tracing him about the city and to th e de­ 
pot, and learning that he’ had gone to 
W oodland. 
T he telephone was brought 
into requisition, and early yesterday after­ 
noon answ er was received from the W ood­ 
land officers th at they had taken Haffey 
into custody. 
It looks like a clear case of 
burglary against him . 
H e is said to have 
disposed of other books, including encyclo­ 
pedias, and it m ay be th at other school 
libraries have suffered. Constable Fey w ent 
to W oodland last evening to get H sffey, 
and will probably bring him over this 
m orning. 


A L ittle Sensation. 
W hen the baggage was being unloaded 
from the 8 o'clock train from San F ran ­ 
cisco Tuesday evening, sm oke was observed 
issuing from one of the trunks, and it was 
opened at once to ascertain th e cause. 
It 
was found to contain clothing, a num ber 
of books, som e m anuscript, several tools of 
w hich no one knew th e use, and two bot­ 
tles, one of which was broken, and, as it 
had contained phosphorus, the cause of 
th e sm oke was apparent.

that he was an architect and electrician of 
San Francisco, and th at he used the fools

A special m eeting of 
the 
Executive 
C om m ittee of the Sacram ento City and 
County Im provem ent Association was held 
last evening. T he first subject considered 
was th at of raising the $25,000 special fund 
for aiding the work of the Association. 
T here was a full attendance of m em bers 
present, and an anim ated consideration of 
the subject was had. There was an earnest 
expression for forward m ovem ent in the 
m atter, and the following resolution, of­ 
fered by F rank Miller, was adopted : 
kesolrrd. That this committee consider with 
favor the eflbrts being made by the members ol' 
the committee and other enterprising citizens to 
raise the sum of !25,e(l0 for the purpose oí assist­ 
ing this Association in its objects, and urgently 
request liberal subscriptions to that fund. 
After further discussion as to the best 
m eans of raising the balanceof the am ount, 
and as to the beneficial uses to which it can 
be applied in pushing forward the good 
work of im provem ent and inducing the 
incom ing o‘ dt sirahle settlers, a m otion to 
appoint five additional m em bers from the 
Executive Com mittee to co-operate in ob­ 
taining subscriptions, was adopted. The 
entire com m ittee of subscribers and others, 
to raise the fund, is now as follows : W ein- 
stock & Lubin, W . P. Coleman, E. R. 
H am ilton, H untington, llopkina A Co., 
N ational Bank of D. O. Mills, G. I.. Sim ­ 
m ons, E. K. Alsip. California State Bank, 
V. S. McClatcby, Ad. C. H inkson, J. M. 
Avery, W . H . Beatty, L. L. Lewis. 
A m eeting of this special fund com m ittee 
will be held at the Association room s this 
evening at 8 o’clock, to arrange for raising 
th e desired am ount. 
It was stated last 
evening th at the subscriptions were not 
absolute donations of the am ounts pledged, 
but the full am ount was to b e used as a 
revolving fund for Association purposes 
and then returned to the subscribers. This 
m akes it am ount sim ply to a loan w ithout 
interest, and w ith som e possible dim inu­ 
tion, but with the intention that after hav­ 
ing been used for im provem ent purposes 
so long as needed, fo r advancem ent upon 
lands, m aterials for street im provem ent, 
etc., w hen ready cash is required to carry 
out projects ol the Association, then to be 
paid back to the subscribers. 
A lengthy com m unication on the ques­ 
tion of water supply for Sacram ento was re­ 
ceived from John Eitel, and was referred to 
the Com m ittee on W aterw orks. 


T H E IR R IG A T IO N M OVEM ENT. 
The n ext m atter taken up was a report 
from the Irrigation Committee. G. W . 
H ancock subm itted a report of a prelim in­ 
ary exam ination m ade by A ssistant State 
E ngineer C. E . G runsky, which he said 
would he found full of interest upon the 
subject and com prehensive. T he C om m it­ 
tee on Irrigation had not proposed any 
recom m endations to accompany it, hut he 
thought Mr. G runsky’s suggestions could 
place the entire subject before the Exec­ 
utive C om m ittee and enable it to act intel­ 
ligently. 
On m otion the report of Mr. G runsky 
was filed, and the m eeting adjourned to 
next W ednesday evening, when an entire 
session will be devoted to its consideration, 
and the discussion of 
irrigation m atters. 
The report in frill is as follows. 
It was ad­ 
dressed by the engineer to the 


Irrig a tio n C o m m ittee o f th e S a cram en to 
Im p rovem en t A ssociation . 


G e n t l e m e n : Sacram ento comity is one of the 
most favored ol those centrally located in Cali­ 
fornia's great valley. Nearly the entire county 
is located on the smooth-surfaced plain which 
extends westward from the base of the sierra 
Nevada to the trongh of the valley, sloping from 
un elevation of about H i feet at the base of 
the foothills to about ten feet near its western 
lim it. This plain is crossed from east to west 
by the American and Cosumnes rivers, and at 
the southern lim it of the county by Dry creek. 
Of this land about 255.000acres can,"with irri­ 
gation facilities, for variety, quality and quan­ 
tity of its products, he ntsde to outrank some of 
the best sections of this State. Should it need 
an argum ent to dem onstrate this fact, then it 
will only be necessary to refer to those localities 
where the m ete introduction aud use of water 
has converted grazing lands and deserts into 
garden spots, such are Fresno. Los Angeles. 
(Override and hundreds of others. General 
.prosperity has invariably followed the intro­ 
duction of water in large canals. 
Of the Sacramento county lands, only a small 
po tion lies along the banks of the Sacramento 
river and in the swamp and overflowed district, 
where a claim m ight lie made that a surplus ot 
water is already available and that lauas need 
drainage rather than irrigation. 
Yet, even 
throughout a large pari of the piistrict where 
lands have been protected from the danger of 
annual overflow, the character ot the soil is 
such that, without these overflows, it dries out 
to a considerable depth. It could, wi h irriga­ 
tion,be made to produce prolific cr< ; -o t alfalia, 
vegetables, iruits, grapes, berras. >tc., where 
now gram -raising ]pays but a small profit. 
But a few years have passed s i n c e it lias been 
e-tablishcd as an adm itted far it,at the red 
la id of the plains between Sm n.m cnlo and 
Galt is fertile. Long years of cxp'rienc ■ were re­ 
quired to dem onstrate to the ski p r i obl-tim er 
th at the lands of the valley, back from the 
rivers, were good tor aught save a cattle range. 
New-comers, who judged of these lands from a 
different standpoint, realized the possibilities of 
the future, and the eflbrts to bring the plains 
under cultivation have not lieen in vain. Field 
after field has been sown to cereals, and little 
by little the degree of cultivation has been in­ 
tensified, anil the good work still goes on. Even 
in the hardpan district of Florin, where rela­ 
tively shallow soils are found, the s ep toward 
a higher state of cultivation has—thanks to the 
enterprising spirit of the people—been a bold 
one, and lias brought to that section 
perity which, otherwise, could not 
attained. 
But it is not the fertility of the soil alone 
which has made a step toward more intense 
cultivation possible. The annual fall of rain in 
this county I t only 20 inches on an average per 
year, and none ordinarily falls after the 1st of 
May. The heavy soils which predom inate here, 
ami below which the water tabic is at too great 
a depth to benefit vegetation, lose their moist­ 
ure rapidly, even when held to as great an ex­ 
tent as possible by thorough cultivation and 
pulverization of the surface. W ithin a m onth 
or six weeks after ihe last heavv rain of the 
season, the soils are practically dry, vegetation 
begins even before this tim e to sutler trom the 
lack of moisture, and its growing season is past. 
Even trees and vines m ature their foliage be­ 
fore their fruit has ripened, anil the result is a 
less desirable product than w ould have been ob­ 
tained if nature had provided more moisture tor 
the soil during May and June. 
Realizing this fact m any have found it expe­ 
dient and profitable to provide moisture by aiti- 
ficia! m eans to a large area of the lauds of this 
county, located for the most part at no great dis­ 
tance frrhn the Western Division of the Central 
Pacific Railroad, and em bracing a part of ihe 
region whose soil is lea.-t adapted lor profitable 
cultivation. 
To tully dem onstrate the confidence which 
the present irrigators of Sacramento county 
have in the benefits of irrigation, I present the 
following facts: 
There arc at and near Florin about 
wind­ 
mills constructed at a total cost of S40,00<i tin- 
eluding necessary wells, pumps, etc.) These 
cover about 2,000 acres, mostly cultivated in 
vineyard, orchard, berries, vegetables, alfalfa, 
etc. The first cost of providing this irrigation 
has been about 820 fa r acre, and the annual 
cost of repairs and of applying water to the 
land is about 82 50 [sT acre )ier season. These 
mills are generally used during the four m onths 
of May, June, July and August, whenever suffi­ 
cient wind prevails to supply motive power. 
Our frequent calm s make this source of water 
supply more or less unreliable for the irrigator. 
To become independent of wind power and to 
supply water in larger volume for the more 
rapid and more economical wetting of the soils, 
some few of the farmers of this county have 
provided for them selves steam pumps with 
which to raise grout d water to the surface. 
irrigation w ith pumped water is now in pro­ 
gress even in the lim ns of this city, in vege­ 
table gardens; just east of our city in nurseries; 
and near Brighton on a large tractof vegetables. 
At Florin, on the Jam es a otter place, where 
three short tunnels open from as m any sides of 
a 20-foot square. 20 feet deep pit, water ordina­ 
rily rises to w ithin 10 feet of the surface and 
fills the tunnels, and to the depth of tetf feet the 
m ain pit. The water is supplied to the pit from 
eleven wells which have been sunk about 50 
feet deep each at different points of the bottom 
of the pit and the tunnels. From the pit 
water is pumped for irrigation l>y m eans of a 
centrifugal pump, to which power is supplied 
by a stationary steam engine. When pumping 
commences the plane ot' the water surface is 
generally lowered until it stands level with the 
bottom ot the pit and there it remains, the 
wells yielding a pieutiiul supply ior the pump. 
L. A. Oppenheim, also at Florin, supplies water 
to a large portion of his land in the same way : 
so, too. does Dr. W. A. Uughson, W. 11 Robin­ 
son, aud probably others. Tne irrigation, which 
is accomplished by pumping water w ith steam 
power, requires more or less attention, accord­ 
ing to the system adopted of distributing the 
water. The "cost for fuel alone, and wages oi an 
engineer (Including liis board) aggregate 82 75 
per day, and the expense is continuous front 
May to "July, inclusive. To this must be added 
the annual cost of ditch r* |>airs. the construe- 
tiou of irrigating furrow s and the cost of attend­ 
ing to the proper distributton of water, besides 
interest on the investment. 
Probably on none of the farms supplied with 
water by steam pumps has irrigation been ex­ 
tended to the full capacity, of either of the 
pumps or the supplying capacity of the wells. 
As this limit is approached by extending ihe ir­ 
rigated areas, the cost of this method ol irriga­ 
tion will tie reduced somewhat. The cost of 
this irrigation, as at present practiced near 
Florin, has been roughly approximated at 85 
I>er acre per year, while the first cost of boiler, 
engine, pump and well is about 
per aere for 
all the lana covered 
Stepping beyond the 
boundary of this couuty a short distance, there 
can be found at Iinvisvillc. 5 oio county, both 
vineyard and orchard land with comparatively 
heavy soil which, in large tracts, has been pre­ 
pared for irrigation at a cost of 850 per acre, be­ 
sides the cost of the engine and pump required to 
raise water for lts.irrigation trom I*utah creer. 
1 
1 have drawn attention to the Irrigation an-

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nually in progress under unfavorable conditions 
of supply all around us to show th at if this irri­ 
gation tie profitable, it will be more profitable 
still to irrigate from large eunals constructed 
at a first cost of between f ■ < and 810 per acre, at 
an annual expense for water of only 81 to 82 per 
acre. 
The average annual rainfall in Sacramento 
since 1st9 lias been about twenty inches. Of 
this am ount fourteen inches ordinarily tall dur­ 
ing the m onths December to March, inclusive ; 
two inches each during November and April, 
while the rem aining two inches fall at various 
tim es during June. July and October. 
With this rainfall, unaided by any artificial 
application of water, it has been demonstrated 
possible to produce every variety o f product 
adapted to this clim ate and to the most deep 
alluvial soils ot the river bottom s: it is still 
considered profitable to raise grain on Ihe lands 
back from the river at the risk of partial failure 
in years of less than the average ruinlull, w ith a 
certainty ot good crops in reasons of more than 
the average rainfall. Further than this, it is 
lound that on these lands by systematic careful 
cultivation (by m eans of which the winter sup­ 
ply of moisture to the soil is husbanded) ii is 
possible to cultivate successfully fruits and the 
vine, and examples are numerous where this 
cultivation has been found profitable 
Adm itting this to be the case, aud rem em ber­ 
ing that w here the return from an acre of vines 
without irrigati n was one to two tons of grapes 
per sere, on soil of the character aud depth os 
that at Florin it has been three to four tons per 
acre w ith irrigation, and that irrigation causes 
asim ilar increase in the fruit yield, then the 
conclusion is inevitable that for such products 
as fruits and grajies irrigation is desirable, even 
though it be impossible to continue it beyond 
the latter part of June. In other words, it’ will 
bo a boon to the fruit and grape industries of 
this section to have facilities for prolonging the 
tim e the soil of orchards and vineyards is moist 
from May 1st to some time in Jul< or August. 
Where water is available in large quantities 
till some tim e in July, the third crop of alfalfa 
can bo irrigated, and after it has lieen harvested 
the fields will yieldabundantpasturagethrough 
the w irrer. The spreading of moisture in m any 
channels through the couutry will, even where 
the practice or irrigating grain land does not 
find favor, bring many an unexpected profit to 
the grain-raisor in the shape of increased yield 
and no failure of crops. 
I am pleased to lie able to report, iu connec­ 
tion with the question ol w hat sources of water 
are available to supply ihe needs of this section 
of the great valley, thut they are many, and that 
they are ample. 
The Irrigable lands of Sacramento couuty 
must be divided into two classes, of which one 
comprises the foothill and rolling land at the 
base of the Sierra Nevada, while tne other com­ 
prises the gently-sloping, smooth-faced plain, 
which extends from the base of the rolling 
land westward to the Sacramento river. These 
classes are again divided into three natural dis­ 
tricts by the stream s descending from the Sierra 
Nevada. The first of these lie north of the 
American river. 
The second between 
the 
Am erican and Cosumnes river; and the third 
between the Cusum uesriver aud Dry creek. In 
these three districts there are respectively 55,000 
ucres, 120,000 acres, and 80,000 acres of laud of 
good quality, adm irably adapted for irrigation. 
Probably nowhere in the world is irrigation 
practiced under precisely the same conditions of 
soil and clim ate as here in California. Karcly 
cau an agricultural country tie found with a 
long dry season sim ilar to thut oi the Pacific 
coast. 
In most countries in which irrigation has 
found favor each m onth brings to the soil at 
least several inches of rainfall, and the annual 
precipitation frequently ranges from forty to 
sixty inches. It is difficult to m ake the experi­ 
ence of irrigation in countries so dissim ilar to 
our own a basis ior an estim ate of the quantity 
of water required here per acre of land irriga­ 
ted. It is better to adopt, as a basis for an esti­ 
m ate of w ater required, the experience of irriga­ 
tors in California, even though this experience 
does not extend over a very long series of years. 
On su ch a basts, w ith due consideration oi 
the character of the soil to be irrigated and the 
diversity of crons which will be cultivated, I 
have estim ated that the quantity of water 
which should be available to accomplish irri­ 
gation ought to lie about as follows: 
January 
to June (inclusive), one cubic foot per second 
for each 200 acres; July and August, one cubic 
foot per second for each 500 acres: September to 
October, none: November and December, one 
cubic foot per second for each 500 acres. 
In other words there should be supplied by 
the m ain canals enough water to flood all the 
laud covered bv each to a depth of 1.8 feet in 
the m onths of January to June. .2 feet in July 
and August, anil .2 feet iu November and De­ 
cern !>cr. 
it is of th e greatest Importance to have a full 
supply of w ater as above indicated in the 
canals during the first six m onths of each year. 
If this can be accomplished irrigation will be a 
success even though not a drop should llow in 
the canals during the rest of the year. 
According to areas aliovc noted as comprised 
in the three districts into which the irrigable 
la id is divided there will therefore be required 
the following supply of w ater: 
North of American liver—January to June 
(inclusive). 275 cubic feet per second ; July and 
August, 110cubic feet per second; September 
and October, n o n e; November aud December, 
110 cubic feet per second. 
Between American and Cosumnes rivers— 
January to June (inclusive), 600 cubic feet per 
second; July and August, 240 cubic feet per sec­ 
ond : September and October, none; November 
and December, 240 cubic feet per second. 
Between Cosumnes river and Dry creek—Jan ­ 
uary to June (inclusive), 400 cubic feet per sec­ 
ond: July and August, 160 cubic feet per second; 
September aud October, none; November and 
December, 160 cubic feet per second. 
The total supply of water required for the ir­ 
rigable land in the county is: January to June 
(inclusive), 1.275 cubic feet per second: Julv and 
August, 510 cubic feet per second ; September 
and October none; November and December, 
510 cubic feet per second. 
The sources of water supply for these districts 
are as follow s: American river for the region 
north of this river, and for nearly all of the re­ 
gion between it and Cosumnes river; Cosumnes 
river for th e southeastern and extrem e southern 
portion of the region between the Cosumnes and 
American, and Cosumnes river, supplem ented

The American river, which breads ¡rom the 
§ranite foothills of the Sierre Nevada at Folsom, 
rains a watershed ot 1,900 square miles. Tlic 
limits of this extend into the mountains pan­ 
shaped, and there is embraced in it the western 
slope of nearly fifty mires iu an air line of the 
8,000-fect high summit of the Sierra Nevada. 
Morr than one-half or its drainage area lies 
above the line which marks the lower limit of 
snowfall. Of the vast quantity of snow which 
annually falls in Us catchment basin a part 
melts rapidly vT.U our warm winter or spring 
'rains, producing; the winter and spring besbets 
■well known to all Hacramcntans. The rest dis 
appearing from the sheltered mountain slopes 
less rapidlv, keeps the river at a moderately 
high stage te the beginning of July, and there­ 
after its supply gradually decreases, until its 
lowest stage is attained some tune in August or 
Scptemter. As the mountain springs begin to 
put forth their increased discharge in October, 
so about the same time the volume of the river's 
iiow again increases to some extent. The low 
waP r ttsge, » xcept for this tutting increase, is 
maintained till the first heavy rainfall of winter, 
which is generally expected in December. 
The average annual precipitation o f rain and 
snow at Georgetown, in the catchment basin of 
the American river, is about 60 inches. 
The drainage area oi consumues river at the 
base of the foothills is only -Vil square miles(not 
including Deer and Carson creeks). Its high 
mountain drainage is relatively small, conse­ 
quently its discharge not so lone sustained as 
that of American river. 
The river has its highest stages during the 
w inter m onths: It is continuously ldgh during 
April and May ; it generally has a good tiow of 
water iu June, and gradually falls during the 
month of July. Very little of its water reaches 
Sacramento valley after August 1st. 
The same remarks which have been made 
concerning Consumues liver apply w ith equal 
torce to Dry or Jackson creek, which, for some 
distance, forms the southern boundary of this 
county. Dry creek, however, has a drainage 
area of ouly 283 square miles, mostly low foothill 
laud. 
I Al'ACITV OF WATER SUPPLY. 
Based on the most reliable authority availa­ 
ble, on records of the rods at Folsom on the 
American river, and at Live Oak .Suspension 
Bridge in Cosumnes river, as well as on a uum- 
l>er of measurements at various stages of the 
rivers, and on personal inspection, I have com­ 
piled the following estimate of the average 
monthly discharge of these streams. The di.- 
charge is noted in cubic feet per second ¡one 
cubic foot per second is equivalent to about 50 
miners’ inches under a four-ineh pressure).

AMADOR AND SACRAMENTO CANAL. 
The Amador and Sacramento Canal, generally 
known as the Ritter ditch, takes water from the 
south side oi Cosumnes river. The main ditch 
is about twenty-two miles long. Its head is at 
the mouth of Mtracdale canyon, about four 
miles northwest of rivmouth. "near the north­ 
west corner of -ection 28, township 8 north, 
range 10 east. At its head a stone dam about 
fourteen feet high is maintained across the 
stream, and for the distance of about a mile the 
ditch is protected at rnauy points from the de­ 
structive force of the river at its high stages by 
means of a stoue wall, which forms the river 
bank of the ditch. This stone wall as well as 
the d im arc constructed of rubble masonry laid 
in Cement. The crest length of the dam is 
about 750 feet. The dimensions of the ditch 
are about as follows: Width on top. 8 feet; 
width on bottom. 4 feet; depth, 
‘teet. The 
tiumcs along the line of the ditch are 5 
feet 
wide 
and

inches 
deep. 
The grade of the tipper portion of the ditch is 
about 7% to 8 feet per mile. The capacity 
claimed tor it is 2,000 miuers'-inehes. Hereto- 
fare the water carried by the ditch has been 
used principally for miulng, though some has 
been used for irrigation for thirty years past. 
Its use for irrigation lias been gradually increas­ 
ing. 
The main ditch ends in a small reservoir 
niar Michigan liar, from which water is dis 
triliuted in various directions. 
Mater is de­ 
livered into the reservoir at an elevation prob­ 
ably 275 feet above Sacramento. 
As the ca­ 
pacity o f the ditch exceeds the low water ilow 
of Cosumnes river, and as its rights to water are 
the oldest along the river, its owners control to 
some extent all diversions at points above the 
head 6f the ditch, and can com pela return of 
ail the water diverted into the watershed of 
Cosumnes river Rt points where it will again be­ 
come available for their ditch. The Amador 
and Sacramento Canal Company was incorpor­ 
ated in November, 1858, with a "capital stock of 
$90,000, in 90 shares of Í1.000 each. 
It had be 
fore incorpoiation secured all llic water rights 
aud property of the Prairie Water Company's 
ditch, also of the Tibbal's diteli, a fourth inter­ 
est iu the Ranch Bar diteli. a fourth interest in 
the Perry ditch, also the dit' h of the Cosumnes 
and Michigan Bar Canal Company. 
The com­ 
pany has since acquired the remaining three- 
fourths interest in the Ranch liar as well as iu 
the Perry ditch. Tho construction of some of 
these ditches had commenced as early as 1852. 
It is claimed for the Ritter Ditch that not­ 
withstanding its great length, the cost of main­ 
tenance is small, and that it could easily be en­ 
larged to increase its capacity 33 per cent. The 
foothill and rolling lauds south of Cosumnes 
river are the natural district for irrigation with 
water from this canal.

Dry Creek ordinarily ceases to flow in July 
and commences to flow again in December. 
To facilitate comparison there has been noted 
in the last column of the foregoing table the 
amount of water which will be required in 
Sacramento county for irrigation during each 
month of the year after all the irrigable land 
of the county shall have been covered with dis­ 
tributing canals and ditches, and the practice 
of irrigation shall have become general. 
As the table cleariv shows, there are only two 
months, August a* <1 November, in which tho 
available supply is less than the amount re­ 
quired. aud even then a half supply can be 
relied upon, while in the other months the 
amount available far exceeds that required. 
It is not necessary lor me in tills report to de­ 
scribe iu detail the’ apportionment of the water 
of the several streams to the several districts. 
Data which can be made a basis of such appor­ 
tionment has already been given in this report. 
I have yet to add that the diversion of water 
from these rivers can 
readily be 
accom­ 
plished. The character of the river canyons of 
the Sierra Nevada is such that it will always be 
impracticable to construct large canals high 
enough to command at once the foothills aud 
the plains, and fortunately it is not necessary. 
I>arge canals from each river should skirt the 
base of the rolling land. The*e would com­ 
mand completely the entire smooth-surfaced 
plain land. There are no topographical obsta­ 
cles of any great moment in ‘the way oi such 
canals. They will be relatively inexpensive. 
The foothills and rolling lands must be supplied 
with water by ditches of less capacity, with a 
source in the mountains. 
Along the streams on which Sacramento 
must rely for water there have already been ac- 
uired a number of rights to water. Some of 
these have such a direct bearing on the question 
of a water supply for the lands of Sacramento 
county that this rej>ort would not be complete 
without a description of the most important. 
Without attempting to outline the plans of 
the Giant Gap water Company, ana others 
whose works are too remote to have 
any 
immediate bearing on irrigation facilities in 
this county, except that they diminish to a 
slight extent the flow of American river, I pass 
at once to the 
AMERICAN RIVER PITCH, 
Whose head works are near Auburn, on the 
right batik of the North Fork of the American 
river, in the soutlieni part of section 11, town­ 
ship 12 north, ranges east. Water is diverted 
from the river by means of a timber crib dam 
(without rock filling), and the necessary head- 
gates to control the inflow of water into the 
ditch. This dam was c nstructcd about 1880, 
and is the fourth or fifth which lias been con­ 
structed for the ditch. The head of ihe ditch 
was formerly a* out a mile above the point where 
the present dam is located. The greatest hight 
of the dam is about thirty feet. 
The ditch closely follows the course of the 
American river, at a grade of al>out four feet 
per mile, in a southwesterly direction, for about 
twenty-two miles, where it delivers water into a 
distributing reservoir. It has several branches, 
which can be extended to command any part of 
the rolling lands north of the American river 
westward irom Folsom. 
The ditch is intended to be about seven feet 
wide at the top, three feet at the bottom, and 
to carry three feet of w ater. Its flumes are six 
feet wide, four feet deep, and generally carry 
water four feet deep. The capacity of the ditch 
at its head is about ;'-0 cubic feet per second (1,500 
miners’ luches). The owners of tne ditch claim 
a right to divert 3,000 miners’ inches. 
The water oi the ditch is used in part for min­ 
ing, aud part for irrigation. Irrigators are pre­ 
ferred users of water. 


N ATOM A DITCH. 
Natoma ditch supplies water to the \ ieinity of 
Folsom. It takes water from the South Fork ot 
the American river, in section 2d, township 11 
north, range H east, about one and one-half 
miles above salmon Falls. It lias a southwest­ 
erly course, is about eighteen miles long, aud 
has a capacity to deliver about forty cubic feet 
per second (about 2,000 miner»’ inches under 
four-inch pressure). Its dimensions vary; being 
either top-width nine feet, depth three* feet, on 
a grade of two feet to tne mile, or top-width 
seven feet, depth three feet, on n grade of four 
feet lo the mile. All flumes have dimensions to 
give them a corresponding capacity. 
The ditch closely follow s the alignment of the 
American river from the head to near Mormon 
Island. The terminus ol the main canal is 
about two-miles southeast of Folsom. I*s prin 
cipal branches are ihe Bunker Hill branch, 
about five miles long, to Folsom: the Alder 
creek branch, about Tour miles long, and the 
Rhodes branch, six miles long, whose teimiuus 
i- about fiveiiniles >outh of Folsom. 
Theaggngate length of all distributaries is 
about 40 miles. 
The water of the ditch is used equally by 
miners and Irrigators: part of the irrigation is 
done by the company owning the ditch. Water 
is sold from the company’s canals by the inch 
except w hen used fur irrigation. In this case 
water is paid for by the vine or tree. 
For the 
irrigation of small gardens or bousc-lots special 
charges a*e made. The charge in Folsom is 85 
per annum per house-lot. The charge per 11 
hours’ inch of water ranges from ♦'» cents to Ü0 
cents. 
The canal company irrigate* only about 200 
acres of the 1,700 which it has under cultivation 
in vines and trees. Ouly the grapes for ship 
meut are irrigated, besides portions of the fruit 
for shipment. The canal was constructed and 
is owned by the Natoma Water and Mining Com­ 
pany. which 
incorporated in 18.5;?, with a 
capital st«*ck of SkKMX». The capital stock was 
afterwards incDeased to $000,000,of which the 
company now kohls 5150,000. 
The canal was originally used only for mining 
fmrposes. Its water first began-to boused for 
rrigation about 
At present its water is 
used about equally for mining and agricultural 
purposes. 
The dam nt the head cf the Natoma ditch was 
constructed about 2870. It is the fourth or fifth 
there constructed. The dam is tom posed of
